Marconi’s Offer to Britain 
To Link Up British Empire in a Chain 
of Wireless Communication 
The British Government has receiv- 
ed an offer from William Marconi, the 
Italian inventor of the wireless, to 
link up the eritire British Empire in 
a chain of wireless communication, 
the system to be turned over to the 
government ownership if desired at 

the end of 30 years. 

Mr. Marconi would build plants, his 
offer said, in England; in Canada, at 
Montreal and Vancouver; in India, at 
Singapore; in South and West Africa, 
in West Indies and in Australia. With 
certain stipulations, he would engage 
to carry out the construction and or- 
ganization without assistance of the 
government and to pay the Exchequer 
one-fourth of the profits, 

For himself, Mr..Marconi stipulates 
that he must have a monopoly for 30 
years, protection during that time 
from competition. along his routes by 
other companies, and the right to ex- 
‘tend the system to foreign countries. 
He asks the government’ obtain any 
sites he may select by condemnation
